3. STYLE AND FORM OF THESIS 

A. Style : 

The style and form of thesis or research paper or 
report may vary from university to university or even per- 
son to person. But, for improving the appearance of the re- 
search work some common pattern is better. Though it is true 
there is no universal pattern, still that which we give below may 
give some guidance. Some universities in some foreign coun- 
tries like the United States have developed their own manuals 
for writing thesis. In India, no such attempt has |jeen made

and in its absence the form and styles, vary from place to 
place. The material presented here may serve this purpose for 
our universities and may be adapted according to local require- 
ments. This is given in English because most of the thesis are 
typed in English. 

1, Cover page heading 

The author may write the heading or title of his research 
problem in this way :

In it the author 
may acknowledge the help and guidance of his teachers, friends, 
and others including the typist, analysts, the principal of the 
college, etc. 

6. Page five 

Give the page numbers on the bottom as v, vi, vii and 
type in this form.

A quotation should be specific to the exact point we arc 
discussing and it should be introduced in the text immediately 
preceding its appearance with an appropriate footnote to cite 
the source. Quoted material if less than 4 lines, may be incor- 
porated in the text and indicated by quotation marks as "It is 

desirable that these agricultural colleges ' 3 ( quoted on 

page 7 1 in the thesis of O. P. Bahama ). Longer quoted pas- 
sages should be indicated by singlespaced typing and indented 
on the left to the regular paragraph indention line and on the 
right to a few spaces shorter than the regular line of typing. 
Usually it is not necessary to use quotation marks on the longer 
passages as the above arrangement indicates quotation ( an 
example follows : )

11. Spacing 

Usually there is left one space after a semicolon or a 
comma, two spaces after a colon, and two spaces at the end of 
a sentence,, whether it ends with full stop ( period ), a quotation 
mark, or an exclamation mark. If the sentence ends with a 
quotation mark, two space are left after the quotation marks 
before the next sentence. 

12. Paragraph Indentation 

The usual indentation is seven spaces from the left margin 
The same Hue of indentation is maintained for all paragraph 
beginnings, quoted material, and footnotes, and of course, 
should be uniform throughout the entire thesis. 

13. Paragraph continuation 

A paragraph may be continued from one page to the 
next. However, when practicable, the last line of a paragraph 
should not appear at the top of a page. Conversely, also when 
practicable, a new paragraph should not be started on the last 
typed line of a page. 

14. Tables 

The table caption should be brief, yet answer the quest- 
ions : who, what, when, aacl how. A general rule specifics 
that if the table were to be detached from the text, the caption 
would allow it to tell its own story. Clear wording of headings 
and careful arrangement of columns and lines will aid the rea- 
der in grasping the ideas shown. The second point concerns 
the discussion of tabular material in the text. All facts and 
conclusions based on the table should -be brought out clearly in 
the text so that a smooth, uninterrupted presentation results. 

15. Capitalization 

We should be uniform in capitalization. If we use

16. Hyphenation 

Two of the commonest improper uses of the hyphen are 
in words beginning with c non' and 'over'. In this case, non- 
usage of overhyhenation is an art. Unless absolutely unavoid- 
able, words should not be hyphenated at the bottom of a page 
to continue on the next page. On the other hand, fractions, 
when written out, should be hyphenated ( e. g., two-thirds ). 
Ordinary usage of hyphenation should be followed but do not 
confuse the use of hypen ( - ) with the use of a dash ( ). 
By common usage the hyphen in 'cooperate' has been dropped. 

17. Numbers 

Numbers from one to nine in text material are usually 
written ( one, two, three ) while numbers from 10 and higher 

are shown as figures (10, 11, 12, 13, and so on ) If a 

sentence is to start with a number it should be written ( Eigh- 
teen farmers reported that ). A good way to avoid 

writing out a large number is to reconstruct the sentence and 
start it in some other way. We should n^t write numbers 
appearing in tabular form, but should use thf ;ures. In any 
tabular listing, the figures should appear with their decimal 
points ( either present or assumed ) in a straight vertical line. 

18. Footnotes 

There are two general forms of footnote reference marks; 
when the material is single spaced this style, x has been adop- 
ted for use without touching the pattern. Thesis writing usual- 
ly requires the superscript style, i, e., tfC The disparity 

to the field/' This is typed by reversing the pattern so the 
bottom of the superscript number is at the same level as the top 
of the lower case letters. Only one style should be used in the

end of the single-spaced quotation. 

B. Organization 

1. Headings and sab-headings :

It is indented as a normal paragraph, followed by a 
full stop (period); it is underlined and usually has 
the first letter of the first word capitalized. The'
